The whole conntry
between the ‘‘Ssierra Prieta'” and the * \Iuy&
lion" ranges of monntaine s a limestons
formation, and full of eaverns, some of which
are quite extensive, All along the bluffs of
the Rio Verde and Beaver creak, wherever
these caves exist, they are found to be the
dwelling places of a rnce of people which has
long gince passed away, and about which niot
even mythology tells a tale; but it is goenerally
supposed that they are of & very ancient char.
acter. an old, and |.rnlnuhly older, than the
Aztoen of Mexico, It is certain that the pro-
sent aboriginal occupants of the tarritory are
of a different race altogether, and, from
their fierce and warlike character, it
is supposed that theyare the destroyers of this
industrious agricultural people, The object
of the expedition was to explore the caves
and ruins by which the place is surrounded,
and ascertain, if possible, the depth of water
in the well, We took with us a rubber bag,
which was inflated and launched. Dr. W,
H. Smith (post surgeon) and myself under
took to make the soundings, which we did in
a very salisfacltory manner, but with a great
deal of lubor and ot imminent peril, owing to
a thick growth of water plants which floated
upon the surface. and extended some twenty
feet from shore, and throngh which it was
next to impossible to swim. By great exer-
tions, the diffienltics were overcowe, and the
soundings wade, which, in the deepest place,
wisg 11 fathoms, Around the woll were
maskive walls of masonry, upon which time
had wade such fearful havoe that it was
almost impossible to tell anything of their
inner construction; but it was certsin that
they were intended as much for defense as
for babitation. They were like the feudal
castles of old—their fortifications and their
homes. All nround the well, in the high
walls, were caves, which, too, had once been
occupied, and, from their sheltered position,
all remain nearly as perfect to-day as they
were when abandoned, probably hundreds of
years ago, The openings are built up with
masonry, throngh which are left small en-
tranceasand lnn|~|u ies for 1-:‘--I(-vlinn The walls
overhead are Llacked with the smoke of their
fires, now so old that it will not rub off, The
plastered walls show the printy of their hands
s plainly as if they were made but yesterday.
Corn-cobr, picces of guards, metal, and seeds
are found in the plaster, which is conclusive
proot that they wera an agricultnral people-
und for a similar reason it is believed that
they were a m.mulmlnrmg people. as a good
article of eloth and pieces of common twine
have been found in these caves, and which
are preserved in the same manner, We dis-
covered n new cave which no white man had
ever seen before: it was evidently the Gibral-
tar of this ancient cify—the name of which to
us is forever lost.  Upon entering the great
front room, in every direction were seen little
rooms, where niches in the rocks had been
built up with loopholed walls, forming, as it
were, conntersearp galleries, as mterior lines
of defense, impreguuble to any enemy excopt
starvation, Leading from there are numer-
ous passages which bave not yet been ex-
plored. One passege led down into a great
chamber, at the lower end of which & stream
of water was found, evidently a branch of the
| outlet to the wall. Owing to the poorly im-
provised torch that we had, it was not
deemed pradent to explore any of the pass-
ages leading from this room. These caves
are a strange place to live in; some of
themn are up almost perpendicular walls
to a considerable height. And under ex-
tremo diffienlties, with an ineredible amonnt
of labor, they have carried great rocks, im-
wense timbers, and other bulding material,
where it is almost impossible for a man to
10. Remains of granaries and water works
in which they kept their supplies, are found
in nearly every abode of this character.

EUGENIE'S OLD CLOTHES.

Anpunl Sale of the Cast-ofl Wardrobe of the
French Empreas.

FEmpress Eugente, who sets the fashions of the
clvilized world, hus a sale of cast-ofl dresses
every year, and as she rarely wears a'dress
twice, the number gold 15 always very great. A
Paris latter-writer gives a graphic account of u
enle just terminated. He says that the cnstom
waus established by the royul fomilies of the
Tuileries long before the growt Revolation, s
veded to by the Empress Josophlne, coutinued
under the Restoration, maintained by the Priv-
cesses of the House of Orleans, and kopt up with
ereat spirit under the present reigu. A long

cullery, which runs along the buserent story ol
the palace, looking into the warden just opposite
the Frinee Imperinl’s winter walk, is fitted up
irom one end to the other with onk wardrobes,
This ie called the e Frogue of the palace. It
I¢ here that the refuse dresses and the cast-off.
apparel of the royal and imperial ladies who
have suceceded cach other for the last hundred
yenrs in the occupation of the Tulleries are In-
variably borne, when rejected from the floor
above,

These wardrobe cupboards, numerous and ex-
tensive as they are. get gencanlly well filled
during the year, and when the lonr seasons are
considered thoroughly over, a sale is made of
the whole, where every artiele is priced before-
hand, and visitors ara admitted to view and
purchase without the observance of further cere-
mony than the pregentation of an invitation
card from one of bher Majosty's attendants, to
whom the privilege of granting them belonges,
The sale of the rogal wardrobe of the Tullories
is conducted om the strietest principle of equity.
The shutters of the long g.-:'lllur_\' are closed, and
it Is lighted from one end to the othoer with
lamps aud candelnbira, so that the light s
stronger than it would be were duylight ad-
mitted, as  the ceiling I& low, and the
windows sauk deep into the wall, Every srtdcle
i« ticketed, and, of dourse, no deviatlon from
the original declsion can possibly bo allowed.

A long line of stretchers are placed all down
the middle of the gallery, the doors of the ward-
robes on either side are flung open, and the
visitor, walking slowly down on ope side and
returning oo the other, makes cholee of what
muy snit her taste, and, inseriblng the number
it bears upon o card, bands the latter to the
attendant in waitlng at the door, and departs.
The stretehers are oceupied by the shawls, and
the wiardrobes by the dresses, the shelves by the
uuder linen, while a sort of counter at the fur-
ther end of the gallery is filled with the cham-
piguong, on which are exhibited the bonnets and
dead-dresses, The white satin  dress, most
eplendidly embroidered In silver, with the tunie
of bulllonce guuze and silver mouches, contined
by bands of ponceau velvet, in which her Ma-
jesty went to the opora with the King Consort
of Spaln, was not quoted higher than the nan-
keen-colored dress nnd jacket, braided with
green, which was recognized as the uniform
luvented Ly the Empress for the drive at Fon-
taineblean,

To be sure, the buttons were of malachite and |
dress could

get in gold, but the material of the
soarcely be considered as beacing any value
whatever. The shuwls were principally of
French manufacture, and mostly for stthiner
wear; the clonks and mantles, deprived of their
lace fur, are unattrnotive, The utmost exog-
geration scems 1o exist in the prices pul upon
the bonnets.  Inthe first place, the article jitself
Is out of fashion almost as soon as seen; in the
next, it possegses no resources whatever, and,
above nl‘ it is liable 0 a greater deterioration

than the dress. The babit of le awning back in
the carriage, which hins become so general, de-
stroye the bonnet lmmediately, and renders it
shabby fn form, evon while sifil bright and fresh
in color. ‘The proceeds of the sale are generally
brought up by the valets and women of the
wardrobe, who dispose of what remains unsold
to the great dealers In Pudrls, who again sell
thern to their cnstomers ut immense prices.
